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“BVARLY will I seek Thee. My soul 

thirsteth for Thee . . . in a dry 
and thirsty land . . . to see Thy 
power and Thy glory, so as I have 
seen Thee in the sanctuary” (Psalm 
63:1, 2). 


David had seen God’s glory. Now 
he was reaching out to see it again. 


To enter the sanctuary of the Lord 
is an admission that “man shall not 
live by bread alone.” May we go far- 
ther and say that to the ardent soul, 
it is taking the position of David when 
he admitted, “My heart panteth” (Ps. 
38:10), “My soul thirsteth for God, 
for the living God” (Ps. 42:2). How 
pleasing this is unto the Lord. The 
words of Jesus are, “If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me and drink” 


_ (John 7:37). 


So it is that we come, Actually, we 
come unto Him, thirsting, to drink. 
And how sensitive a responsibility this 
places upgn the one who is the leader 
of a gospel service. To open the hymn 
book as requested, to accomplish the 
various appointed parts of a service, 
may never really touch the core of the 
situation. David worded it thus, 
“Early will I seek Thee. My soul 
thirsteth for Thee in a dry and thirsty 
land . . . to see Thy power and Thy 
glory, as I have seen Thee in the sanc- 
tuary.” His expectation was most real. 


What glorious records we have of 
just this occurring. Joshua experi- 
enced this while Moses was still liv- 
ing. “And it came to pass, as Moses 
entered into the tabernacle, the 
cloudy pillar descended. . . . And he 
turned again into the camp; but his 
servant Joshua, a young man, de- 
parted not out of the tabernacle:” No, 
indeed, Joshua would not leave. 
When that cloudy pillar came, it ex- 
ercised a drawing, holding power on 
Joshua who was thirsting after God’s 
power and presence. 


Let us not miss the secret here. Be- 
fore Moses entered the tabernacle 
that day, he had been in perhaps the 
deepest intercession of all his life. 
Read the preceeding chapter, “If Thou 
wilt, forgive their sin . . . if not, 
blot me out of Thy Book.” The weight 
of God’s glory that day’ was no mere 
chance. A price had been paid as Mo- 
ses wrestled alone with God. 


The mechanical part of a service 
may all be there correctly. Is_ this 
enough? “Break through, O God,” was 
a familiar intercession awhile back, 
Souls are awaiting a manifestation of 
His presence, After Christ’s resurrec- 
tion, we read such statements as, 
“While they communed together, and 
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Thy Power |

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reasoned, Jesus Himself drew near.” 
Or this, “As they thus spake, Jesus 
Himself stood in the midst of them,” 
It was to hear the rustle of His gar- 
ments they waited; to detect the foot- 
falls of His sandaled feet. Of blind 
Bartimaeus, who sat by the roadside 
begging, we read the effect this had 
on him—hearing that Jesus was pass- 
ing by. “When he heard that it was 
Jesus of Nazareth, he began to cry 
out, and say, Jesus, thou son of David, 
have mercy on me.” This is when men 
will cry out, cry for mercy—when they 
discover that Jesus is passing by. 
Then how great is the loss if we be- 
come too capable, too sure of our- 
selves. It is when we are broken and 
contrite of heart that we are not de- 
spised. It was Peter in the upper 
room who was especially broken. He 
knew he was the very one who had 
denied his Lord. He knew he was the 
very one that Jesus had turned and 
looked upon as He passed from one 
judgment hall to another. When he 
called out, on the Day of Pentecost, 
“Repent, and ye shall receive the gift 
of the. Holy Ghost,” he was, of all 
there, actually most prepared to ex- 


hort, How he had repented! How he 


had wept! He really knew. So it was 
upon this breaking, this melting, this 
going down, that the Holy Ghost had 


fallen. 

Mighty meltings of the Spirit? O, 
there are divine secrets behind the 
glory,” which shall someday be ex- 
ceeding and eternal, preceded by some 
“light affliction.” And do we seek to 


evade this? We recall one young 
prophet who saw the smooke filling 
the temple when he was in bereave- 
ment over a loved one.

As to ministry, I was in the evengel- 
istic work for the first three years of 
my ministry and then in pastoral min- 
istry for 15 years before entering ed- 
ucation. I taught at Great Lakes Bible 
Institute and Central Bible Institute 
prior to becoming National Secretary 
of Education, then President of Evan- 
gel College. 

I have three boys; J. Robert Ash-

croft, 22, John David, 18, and Carl 
Wesley, 18. As to my hobbies I would 
say that my work is my hobby. I con- 
“ides myself a Pentecostal preacher 
more than a Pentecostal educator. 


What does your position as president 
of Evangel involve? 

As President of Evangel College I 
have three planks for my administra- 
tion and these three planks give indi- 
cation as to the involvement in the 
presidency of the college. The first is 
Tender Authority, the second is Pat- 
ient Discipline, and the third is Fight- 
ing Enthusiasm. The first, Tender 
Authority, has to do with the develop- 
ment of the student in terms of char- 
acter and ministry to mankind. The 
second has to do with the academic; 
the intellectual development of the 
student, and the third has to do with 
the economic aspects of the college. 
I look upon the presidency of a col- 
lege as that part of college life which 


interprets the college to its constit- 


uency and interprets the constituency 
to the college. The president of a col- 
lege should be the epitome of the 
college. 


What are the trends in Assemblies of 
God education? 


The long range trend in Assemblies 
of God education has been to train 
ministers and missionaries and Christ- 
ian workers. As a result of World War 
II, there came a trend which was to 
train people in general education who 
could qualify for occupations other 
than the pastor or evangelist, for ex- 
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Holy Spirit’ 


ample the chaplain. This was follow- 
ed by the next phase, training teach- 
ers. So Bible college training was 
broadened to accommodate these two 
additional phases. A later step was to 
move more precipitously towards lib- 
eral arts education. This of course is 
epitomized in Evangel College which 
is exclusively a college training other 
than those going into the ministry. 


Do you think, Bro. Ashcroft, a liberal 
arts education should take the place of a 
Bible college education? Or, when should 
a young person pursue one in place of the 
other? 


I consider Bible college education 
as preparing individuals for Christian 
service in the church, such as pastors, 
evangelists or missionaries. The liberal 
arts college should not replace the 
Bible college. 

The ultimate objective of the young 
person should determine whether or 
not he is going to a ministerial train- 
ing institution or whether he is going 
to an institution which trains him for 
some other pursuit in life. If he is 
going into law, education or business, 
he should pursue the regular college 
curriculum apart from theological or 
ministerial training. 


What part has education played in 
forming the Assemblies of God? 


Education has played a major role 
in the Assemblies of God. In some 
districts 100 per cent of the pastors 
are graduates of a Bible institute and 
a large number of district officers are 
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graduates of a Bible institute. It has 
been noted that if all of those trained 
in a Bible school or college were ab- 
sent from a General Council session, 
it would be difficult to conduct bus- 
iness. Education has had a tendency 
to solidify the movement and to help 
all of our brethren to speak the same 
things in doctrine and polity. 


What course should a young person 
pursue to become an Assemblies of God 
educator? 

The person who expects to teach in 
an Assemblies of God school should 
have a general education in an under- 
graduate program and his graduate 
work should be in the field in which 
he expects to teach. For example if he 
is going to teach in theology, he should 
have a B. D. or greater; if he is to 
teach in English or Literature, he 
should have at least a Masters Degree 
in the field of English or Literature. 


Has the Assemblies of God stressed ed- 
ucation too much or too little? 

Presently, the Assemblies of God 
has no educational requirements for 
the ministry. This would imply that 
the Assemblies of God has not stressed 
education. 


What is the situation in the financing 
of education in the Assemblies of God? 

The financing of education differs 
in different parts of the country. In 
some parts of the country the churches 
are expected to give a percentage of 
their income to the college to which

they have their allegiance. Generally, 
however, the colleges are on a free- 
will offering basis and are supported 
by the free gifts of the churches and 
individuals. 


What guarantee do we have that edu- 
cation will not mislead us? 


In the final analysis we are depend- 
ent upon the deep convictions of the 
leaders both of the denomination and 
of the administrators of the schools, 
for legislation and constitutions have 
shown their weakness in preserving 
the ideals for which the institutions 
were orginally founded. 


What can a high school student do to 
best prepare himself for a Christian edu- 
cation? 

The greatest contribution that a 
high school student can make is to 
find himself and become serious about 
his academic work of the high school 
so that he has the skills and the know- 
ledge with which to make a success 
in college. 


Why should a student in California turn 
his back on a free education by the State 
and go to a Christian college? 


The contribution which a Christian 
college can make to an individual is 
the shaping of his character and per- 
sonality around Christian virtues. 
This, to my mind, is of such value that 
no sholarship is adequate to compen- 
sate the individual for the loss of 
character and virtue.

Pentecostal Conference Report 
by R. A. WILSON, Jr. 


A highlighting experience in the 
lives of about 50 Assemblies of God 
people from the Northern California 
and Nevada District was the World 
Pentecostal Conference at Jerusalem 
May 19-21. 

After visiting various other parts of 
the Middle East and, for many, some 
of the major cities of Europe, it was 
with great anticipation that we-arrived 
in Jerusalem, Isreal. We were pleas- 
antly surprised to see a modern city 
with highly progressive attitudes to- 
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ward scientific, cultural, architectural 
and agricultural development. 


Religion holds a very important 
place in Israel and every effort was 
made to accomodate the nearly 3,000 
delegates to the conference. The mod- 
ern Nations Building with its excell- 
ent lighting and sound systems was 
given free of cost to the World Pente- 
costal Conference. The tour agencies, 
hotels, bus service, etc, all cooperated 
beautifully to provide the particular 
needs of the conference. 


The dedication service was attended 
by District and church officers. Pastor 
and Mrs. Wright are pictured direct- 

ly behind the pulpit. 

Rev. Joe D. Wright and the con- 
gregation of the Alisal Assembly of 
God in Salinas held dedication ser- 
vices for their beautiful new sanctuary 
and educational unit on Sunday, June 
or 

Present to officiate at the 2:30 dedi- 
cation was Rev. Joseph L. Gerhart,

District Superintendent. In addition 
to Bro. Gerhart’s message, several of 
the former pastors were present and 
took part in the program. They were: 
Rev. Fred Reichert, Rev. Louis: E. 
Weston and Rev. A. K. Davis. 

The completion of the new building 
gives a total seating capacity in the 
sanctuary of 400, and 25 classrooms 


in the educational buildings. The con- 


struction program was begun in Dec- 
ember 1959. 


The enlargement was necessary to 
the growth in both the church and 
Sunday school. In 1956 the Sunday 
school averaged 118, in 1960, 216 and 
in May 1961, 278. 

A loan to build was obtained by 
Church Extension Plan for $52,000. 
This is the largest C.E.P. program in 
the District. 


The mayor of the city presented 
each delegate with a bronze medall- 
ion, appropriately inscribed with the 
star of David and words of presenta- 
tion to the World Pentecostal Confer- 
ence. These will be highly treasured 
possessions of each delegate. They 
also created great interest among the 
Israeli’s that saw them outside of the 
conference auditorium. 


The Honorable Abed Evan, former 
ambassador of Israel to the United 
States and currently minister of Edu- 
cation and Culture in the Israeli cab- 
inet, gave a masterful oration as the

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RADIO EVANGELISM 


BACKYARD MISSION STATION 


In the middle of our district stands a mission station. 


It sends the gospel to thousands each day. 


This fine building houses the studios 
and transmitter of KGEI in Belmont, 
California 

Today I stood on missionary soil 
and looked in wonder at a handsome 
concrete and steel mission station. 
The soil I stood on is in Belmont, Cal- 
ifornia, and the station I looked at is 
a radio station — KGEI. 

KGE]I is a facility of the Far East 
Broadcasting Co. which broadcasts 
the gospel daily over its 50,000-watts 
to all of South America. This gives it 
a potential listening audience of 199, 
000,000 people. Since this short-wave 
station was purchased early in 1960 
ata cost of $105.000 the mail received 
from South America indicates not only 
that many listen, but they are also 
changed by the gospel message. 

Recently a letter came from Argen- 
tina in which a man tells of his utter 
dispair and lonliness. In an attempt 
to end all he prepared a glass of cyn- 
anide. But just before drinking it he 
heard the words come over his radio, 
“This is KGEI, the Voice of Friend- 
ship.” As he listened to the beautiful 
music and friendly message he real- 
ized he did have a Friend. 

Through mail contacts KGEI has 
accumulated a mailing list of 10,000 
and to each a letter and tract are sent 
immediately. Their name is placed on 
the list to receive future periodic mail- 
ings. ©

The most recent member of the Far 
East Broadcasting Co. staff is Rev. 
Raymond P. Murray, director of the 
Department of Stewardship. He ser- 
ved for 15 years at First Assembly of 
God in Santa Cruz and was active as 
a presbyter and member of various 
committees during that time. His new 
position means obtaining support of 
the operational expense of KGEI, and 
Far East’s 15 stations in Manila and 
Okinawa. This total cost is $40,000 
per month. Although this sounds like 
a rather large sum, the stations it goes 
to beam the gospel to three-quarters 
of the world’s population. By compar- 
ison a large Bay area station with a 
potential audience of 4,000,000 has a 
minimum price tage of $250 per hour 
for time only. The cost per hour at 
KGEI is a scant $27.50. This differ- 
ence is due largely to the willingness 
of customarily high - paid technical 
help to work at a much lower rate. 
Presently, the station faces its second 
annual payment of $20,000. 


In addition to raising operational 
expense, Rev. Murray will also be 
dealing in trust funds, wills, founda- 
tions and making contact in the inter- 
est of F. E. B. C. in churches and at 
missionary conventions. 


The programing at KGEI is design-

ed to catch the interest of non-relig- 
ious people, and then as they listen 
the message of Christ is woven in. A 
typical hour would go something like 
this. On the hour, five minutes of 
world news. Perhaps, between news 
items, a gospelgram will be given. 
This is a brief scriptural truth or Scrip- 
ture which the newscaster gives in the 
same tone of voice that he related the 
news. The news is followed by 25 
minutes of secular broadcasting which 
may be music, sports or a commentary 
on the shortcomings of the communist 
philosophy. After this half hour of 
programing it is felt a good non-relig- 
ious audience has been built up. For 
the next half hour a religious program 
is released. 

Reaction from the Latin American 
audience has indicated that their fav- 
orite religious program is one on which 
the announcer states that the follow- 
ing reading is directly from the Cath- 
olic Bible. Then he does no more than 
simply read God’s Word. From Ar- 
gentina alone 1200 letters have come 
concerning the Bible readings. In 
them it is expressed that they do not 
have Bibles, there is no place else they 


hear the Bible read and, please, con-

official welcome of the government 

of Isreal. He spoke as the representa- 

tive of Prime Minister David Ben 

Gurion who was traveling to this 

country and Canada. 

The privilege of attending the con- 
ference can only be expressed in the 
words tremendous and thrilling. There 
were Pentecostals from 40 different 
countries with large delegations from 
Scandinavia, the United Kingdom, 
Canada, the Union of South Africa, 
Germany, Switzerland, France and 
the United States. To observe these 
people of various cultural backgrounds 
raise their hands and lift their voices 
in united praise was glorious. To hear 
prayer and preaching and song in 
toreign languages, yet to be very much 
aware of the annointing of the Holy 
Spirit was most exhilerating. 

The highlight of each day was the 
evening service which began at 5:00 
and lasted until 7:00 p. m. because 
many delegates stayed at hotels in 
cities other than Jerusalem.

Bro- 
ther Brown has been baptised in the 
Holy Spirit and gave us a challenging 
message.

Bible School in that area. Our hearts 
broke for the land of India as we min- 
istered in Calcutta with the Mark 
Buntains, travelled on to Benares, city 
of the River Ganges and center of 
religious culture of India, and were 
met at Lucknow by our own Eileen 
Edwards and missionaries Virginia 
Hamlin and Andrew McDermott. Sis- 
ter Edwards accompanied us for 
several days to New Delhi and on to 
Agra where we saw the Wonder of 
the World, the Taj Mahal, in all of its 
celestial beauty. 


We bade Eileen farewell and look- 
ed toward Egypt, the land of the Pha- 
roahs, the pyramids and the sphinx. 
Bible history began to come alive as 
we stood on the River Nile and viewed 
the huge green clumps of bullrushes 
gently bowing in the soft Eastern 
breeze and were reminded of the faith 
of Moses’ mother when she hid her 
child from the Egyptians. The fertile 
valley of the Nile stretched out before 
us as we road the train for several 
hours south from Cairo to the city of 
Assiout. There we beheld a monument 
to the faith of one woman who be- 
lieved God and trusted Him to feed 
the multitude. Lillian Trasher of the 
Assiout Orphanage was in the hospital 
as we visited the orphanage with its 
1365 occupants. However, a few days 
later we were happy to know that this 
“Mother of the Nile” was back once 
more with her babies, orphans, wid- 
ows and blind girls. 


Beneath our feet was the sandy soil 
Jesus walked and view the valleys, 
of the HOLY LAND! To walk where 
plains and mountains about us, left 
us standing in silence and reverence. 
Much has been written of the glorious 
and rare privilege that we and thou- 
sands of other Pentecostal believers 
had -of attending the World Pente- 


costal Conference in Jerusalem. Per- 
haps one of the greatest thrills we 
experienced in the Holy Land was our 
visit, very early one morning, to the 
tomb where the stone was rolled away.

life and ministry. On to Rome with its

Coliseum and the Catacombs. We 
were received cordially by the Alfred 
Perna family and many of our work- 
ers. We rejoiced in the religious lib- 
erty which has come only recently to 
Italy. Many have suffered great per- 
secution for years in maintaining their 
Christian faith and testimony. Now

What is the greatest need at Evangel? 


The greatest need at Evangel Col- 
lege is for additional, deeply conse- 
crated and spirit-filled teachers who 
have advanced degrees in humanities 
and the sciences. 


Do you feel that we as Pentecostals 
have need for a seminary and is its ex- 
istance within the foreseeable future? 

Yes, definitely. Anyone who is 
handling such a precious item as the 
Word of God and the souls of men 
needs to spend as much time as pos- 
sible in the study of the Word of God 
and in the art of ministering to hu- 
man needs. Therefore, I believe that 
graduate theological training is a 
necessity. It is also a necessity because 
presently those who are training our 
ministers have been trained in dis- 
ciplines other than theology and the 
church. 

Yes, I can see the graduate school 
in theology in the immediate future. 


What are the futures of the Bible college 
and the liberal arts college in the Assem- 
blies of God? 

There will be a growing liberal arts 
college population and there will be 
more liberal arts colleges. The ratio 
between the number of people in lib- 
eral arts education and the Bible col- 
lege education will gradually shift to 
more people taking liberal arts over 
the Bible college program. It is incon- 
ceivable that the time will come when 
there will be no need for the Bible 
college which is an undergraduate 
training program for those going into 
church ministries. As to the future of 
Assemblies of God education, it is my 
vision that the schools should be fed- 
eralized. By that I mean that all the 
schools should be under the super- 
vision of a regency and that all faculty 
members would be on the same salary 
schedule, the same fringe benefits and 
the same working conditions. Further- 
more, the colleges should be comple- 
mentary in their functions rather than 
competitive. For example, one school 
should be exclusively.a junior college, 
another would be a senior college and 
with a distinctive departmental em- 
phasis, as in training teachers or in 
training business leaders. Other 
schools would be devoted to the train- 
ing of ministers and missionaries on 
the undergraduate or of the graduate 
level. Thus there would be no com- 
petition for the available students, nor 
would there be competition for the 
available teaching staffs to operate the 
schools. 
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Are there particular areas in liberal arts 
education to which you lay emphasis? _ 


Yes, the particular areas in liberal 
arts to which I lay emphasis are the 
following: History. It is important that 
the well-prepared person be acquaint- 
ed with history so he understands the 
kind of society in which he lives. The 
second phase of the emphasis lies in 
the physical scences in which the in- 
dividual becomes generally acquaint- 
ed with the earth on which he lives. 
The third emphasis lies in languages 
so that the individual has the facility 
to communicate with his fellows. 


You use the term Apostolic Academics 
frequently. What does this mean? 


There is a deep conviction in my 
heart that the Assemblies of God 
movement in training it’s young peo- 
ple should communicate an awareness 
of the work of the Holy Spirit. There 
was a felt need for a point of view that 
distinguishes Assemblies of God edu- 
cation. The term Apostolic Academics 
came about almost as an accident. To 
me the term means that there should 
be in our day the same kind of belief 


and behavior as was had by the apost- _ 


les of the early church. Academics 
stands for the communication or the 
learning of these beliefs and behavior. 
Apostolic Academics means the teach- 
ing and learning of the belief and be- 
havior of persons in the Apostolic 
days. 


What is the Service Corp and what is 
your connection with it? 


The Service Corp is a student or- 
ganization of the College in which 
the students are organizing themselves 
to gather information on_ places 
around the world where the Christian 
can be gainfully employed and yet at 


the same time serve to a maximum 


the cause of Christ. 


What contribution do the faculties make 
to schools in the Assemblies of God? 


Presently, our faculties are so press- 
ed for time, by reason of their heavy 
schedules at the school as well as in 
their second jobs which are necessary 
because of their low salaries, their 
contribution to the demonination are 
limited other than the shaping of lives 
of students. : 

It is my opinion that our faculty 
salaries need to be doubled and the 
demands upon the faculty reduced so 
that there is greater time for research 


and greater time for communication 


with all areas of our fellowship. They 


have an invaluable contribution to — 


make.
